The Liquor Commission. 

The Intoxicating Liquor Commission, 
which was appointed in February, has 
set an excellent example for future courts 
of inquiry in the Free State. It conducted 
its investigations in a _ business-like 
fashion, reached its decisions promptly, 
and its recommendations are now in the 
Government's hands. Recognising that 
last year’s Intoxicating Liquor Act touched 
only the fringe of the drink problem, the 
Minister for Justice asked this Commis- 
sion to go to the root of the matter by 
satisfying itself, as the result of careful 
and independent research, whether the 
number of public-houses in the Saorstat 
was, or was not, in excess of the nation’s 
needs. We are able to print to-day a 
summary of the Commission's essential 
findings. It reports definitely in fayour 
of Mr. Kevin O'Higgins’s own ‘con- 
tention that the number of public- 
houses is, in fact, grossly excessive. 
At present the Free State has one 
licensed house for every 230 members of 
its population—man, woman and child. 
The Commission recommends that the total 
number of licensed premises shall be re- 
duced to a proportion of one per 400 
mouths of the population, Roughly, the 
enforcement of this finding will involve 
the extinction of between 5,000 and 6,000 
public-houses in the twenty-six counties, As 
was expected, the Commission advises that 
the extinguished licence-holders shall re- 
ceive compensation, and that the compensa- 
tion shall come out of the pockets of the sur- 


}-vivors: It proposes that the compensation, 


which is to be on the basis of the value 
of the house and licence, shall be settled 
in every county by the Circuit Judge and 
by a valuer or auctioneer who will be 
appointed by the Ministry of Finance. 
The compensation for extinctions in every 
county will be paid by a levy on the 
remaining licence-holders within that 
cotinty. The only radical suggestion 
for the limitation of drinking-hours is 
that, in the cities, public-houses shal] be 
closed on five days of the week between 
two and five o'clock and on Saturdays 
between three and five o'clock. 

We regret, and are surprised, that the 
‘Commission has found itself unable to 
recommend that publicans shall be com- 
pelled to separate the sale of drink from 
the sale of household goods, It explains 
that the evidence which it received did not 
convince it that it would be justified 
in a récommendation for the general en- 
forcement of structural changes. It pro- 
poses, however, that, in cases where an 
abuse may be manifest, the Circuit Judge 


‘shall have power to order a temporary 


separation of the two classes of trade. We 
think that a practice which gives to young 
children the freedom of the public-house and 
tempts women shoppers with the presence of 
drink is inherently indefensible. We think, 
too, that th results of an arrangement 
which left a decision on structural changes 
in the hands of individual judges, with 
individual views on the question of mixed 
trading, could not fail to be confusing and 
controversial. In a sense, however, the 
report's outstanding note of caution and 
moderation must strengthen those find- 
ings—and they are the most important— 


| in which its voice is clear and unqualified. 


A tribunal of impartia] persons, after an 
exhaustive examination of many witnesses, 
including temperance reformers, liquor 
traders and representatives of the “man- 
in-the-street,’’ has confirmed the Minister's 
opinion, and the opinion of all thoughtful 
citizens, that the excess of drinking 
facilities in the Free State is a national 
danger and scandal. It has recommended 
measures of reduction which are simple 
iand. obviously just. The extinguished 
licence-holders will be compensated by 
thosé who will benefit financially from 
such extinction, and the taxpayers’ burden 
will not be increased. This report removes 
the last excuse for delay in the lamentably 
over-due task of reform, The country is 
entitled to expect that the Government

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arrive in London on next Sunday marks 
the beginning of very interesting phase 
in Anglo-French rejations. M. Caillaux is 
coming to London to try to settle France's 
debt to Great Britain, The reparations 
issue has been placed on a satisfactory 
basis by the Dawes scheme. Britain has 
funded her huge debt to the United States 
on terms which involve her in an annual 
outgoing of some £30,000,000. Belgium 
likewise is about to conclude an agreement 
with the American Treasury, and Italy 
is making tentative offers of terms to her 
creditors. France remains, and her finan- 
cial condition is parlous. She owes Britain 
more than £600,000,000. During the war 
the actual amount of her cash borrowings 
was £450,000,000, but interest has been 
accruing in the meantime. The war has 
been at an end! for nearly seven years; 
yet no attempt has been made to fund this 
debt, or to discuss its payment in any way. 
But for the fact that the British Govern- 
ment was compelled to come to terms with 
the United States in respect of its own 
debt of £1,000,000,000— incurred mainly on 
the behalf of France and the other Allied 
Powers—it probably would not have in- 
sisted on a settlement now; but British 
finance cannot afford at the moment to 
forfeit a penny to which it is entitled. 
Since the war everything has been going 
out, with virtually no return. The British 
taxpayer has been carrying the debts of 
haif the world on his shoulders. He has 
been paying higher taxes than anybody 
else in Europe—with the notable exception 
of his fellow-sufferer in the Irish Free 
State. The fact that unemployment is 
virtually unknown in France is a suffi- 
cient answer to those sentimental people 
who argue that, in pressing for a settle- 
ment of the French debt, His Majesty's 
Government is playing the part of Shylock. 

Relatively, France to-day is in a better 
position than Britain. A large proportion 
of the damage of the war has been re- 
paired. The devastated areas have been 
rebuilt with admirable rapidity, and many 
of the factories that were ruined by the 
Germans have been replaced. The Govern- 
ment’s credit is low, but this fact is due 
almost. entirely te the frivolous policy of 
inflation which has been followed by suc- 
cessive Administrations. Until M. Caillaux 
was recalled from exile income tax was a 
mockery, and the great majority of the 
French people quietly ignored it. The 
Budget was ‘‘ balanced ”' by the simple ex- 
pedient of equating actual expenditure 
against hypothetical reparations payments 
from Germany; and “the Treasury's 
plight was almost desperate when M. 
Caillaux returned. In spite of these 
facts, however, the French Govern- 
ment never was at a loss for ready 
money when loans were required by Poland 
or Czecho-Slovakia for armament pur- 
poses. France insisted in putting her 
miltary policy foremost in her programme, 
and gave large sums to her Allies on Ger- 
many's Eastern flank... In view of these 
considerations Mr. Churchill would have 
been guilty of dereliction of duty if he 
had not requested the French Government 
to undertake a funding operation in con- 
nection with its debt to Great Britain. M., 
Caillaux has announced publicly that he 
is willing to make a “ gentleman's offer '' 
to the British Treasury ; that France will 
pay to the limit of her capacity, but that 
she will not attempt to achieve the im- 
possible. We have no doubt that he will 
receive every possible consideration from 
Mr. Churchill, who ever has been a warm 
friend of France. Nobody wants the 
French people to burden themselves with a 
crushing load, but it is not unreasonable 
to expect that they will be willing to make 
the same sacrifice as the British people 
are making in respect of she debt to the 
United States. If M. Caillaux is 
prepared to talk business rather than 
politics, we are quite sure that Mr. 
Churchill will be ready to meet him more 
than half-way. 


Ugly Advertisement. 


The Trish traveller who crosses the 
Channel is shocked by the. array of 
advertisement structures which stand 


beside the English railways, mile after | 


mile. and destroy the harmony of the 
scenery. The motorist finds the main roads 
through the once pleasant English country- 
side similarly lined with glaring appeals 
to buy this or that commodity. In the 
towns and cities hoardings sometimes are 
allowed to break up fine architectural 
prospects with a dizzy confusion of 
coloured words, The Government at last has 
extended powers to the local authorities 
to check the progress of disfigurement of 
town and country. A Southern County 
Council has made a beginning by ordering 
the instant removal of an unsightly hoard- 
ing, and henceforth no hoarding may be 
erected without the assent of the local 
authority. Hereafter, when the use of 
public places for the purposes of ad- 
vertisement is properly safeguarded, the 
new advertisement will be more effective 
than the old. A chaste, artistic design 
makes an appeal to the beholder that 
is lost by a mass of conflicting appeals 
which rival one another in vulgar 
emphasis. In Ireland we have escaped the 
larger abuses of advertisement in public 
places, but we have hosts of what might 
be called amateur advertisers whose works 
cal! for attention. ‘ Fly-posting’’ dis- 
figures the walls of private houses in our 
towns and cities. When an enthusiast for 
one cause has glued proclamations con- 
cerning the faith within him—or within 
her—on our garden gate posts, a trade 
union advocate comes stealthily by night 
and pastes a crimson denunciation of 
“scabs ' across the first document. On 
the next night a concert announcement is 
superimposed on the Labour ‘poster, and 
at last the householder possesses a 
palimpsest record of current affairs. Even 
more impudent are the young people with 
tar brushes, or stencils and paint, who 
inscribe “up this” or “down that” on 
the pavements, to remain for months an 
edifying spectacle for foreign visitors, who

PRINCE OF WALES IN 
ARGENTINA. 


ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION AT 
BUENOS AIRES.

_. BUENOS AIRES, Tuesday. 

The official banquet, held in honour of the 
Prince of Wales at the Casa Rosada (Govern- 
ment House) yesterday evening, was a bril- 
liant function. It took place in the White 
Salon, which is normally a reception chamber, 
arid the uniforms of diplomats and naval and 
military officers, combined with the ladies’ 
toilettes to make a resplendent scene. 

The Prince sat between the President and 
Madame Alvear.

In proposing the toast of “ The Prince of 
Wales,” President Alvear referred more than 
once to the good relations existing between 
Great Britdin and the Argentine. 

The Prince then made a speech in reply.

RARE ARCH.EOLOGICAL FINDS

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
In a telegram to the American Museum of 
Natural History, from Peking, Mr. Roy 
Chapman Andrews reports that the Mongo- 
lian Expedition met with the greatest success 
this year, in spite of the difficult political 
conditions. His discoveries include forty 
dinosaur eggs, some larger than those at first 
found; six mammal! skulls, a compicte set of 
feet, with part of the legs, of a giant rhino- 
ceros; five dinosaur skeletons and skulls,

-culture, and a magnificent collection of arrow- 


heads, consisting of spear points, scrapers, 
drills, old hearths, and charred animal bones, 
but no human bones. Among the finds are 
two pre-Mongol human skeletons. There is 
also a splendid botanical collection. The 
arty, which is now working jn rich eocene 
wy expects to return to Peking on Septem- 
ber 14. The Museum officials regard the 
archeologicai material reported as of the 
highest importance.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE FRENCH DEBT. -

Although no date has been announcea, 
it is understood that M. Caillaux, the 
French Minister of Finance,..will visit 
London within the next few days. Paris 
denies that M. Briand discussed the debt 
question when here last week ; but, though 
it may be technically correct to say that 
he did not officially discuss the matter, 
he saw so many people during‘ his stay 
that he must have.gathered the trend of 
British thought on’ the subject, and 
naturally would: communicate it to his 
colleague “at«the. Finance Ministry:: From 
the fact that M. Cailla@x is following so 
closely on ‘the heels of M. Briand, it is 
taken as a reasonably hopeful augury that 
the French Government may make more 
acceptable suggestions with regard. to the 
debt than former offers. What the sug- 
gestions are probably only M. Caillaux, 
whose independence of character constantly 
asserts itself, knows. 

As the pact negotiations probably will 
not bé in a sufficiently advanced stage to 
bi the entry of Germany into the 
ague of Nations at the meeting of the 
Assembly next month, it is suggested that 
the Council of the League shall be invested 
with authority to grant admission. This 
proposal, however, is not likely to he 
carried out; for it is a direct contraven- 
tion of ‘Article I. of the Covenant, which 
strictly reserves to the Assembly the 
election of new members, for which pur- 
yose a two-thirds majority is necessary. 

he Assembly is thus the only electoral 
body, and, as its ‘activities are being more 
and more overshadowed by the Council, 
it is desirable on every ground that none 
of its powers should be impaired further. 


The Chinese Problem. 


If the Chinese Government persists in 
its refusal to take part in the projected 
judicial inquiry into the comnfluct of the 
police in the. disturbances on 30th May, 
when the rioters were fired on, there will 
be further delay in a matter which already 
has moved slowly. An interchange of 
diplomatic views is now in progress 
through London, Washington and Tokio, 
and it may be decided that an inquiry of 
the description mentioned would be futile 
without the Peking Government’s being 
represented. Should a judicial inquiry 
take place and exonerate the police, 
China would refuse to accept the decision, 
and the position would then be no better 
than before. Impressions that matters in 
China were running a smoother course 
must be modified in view of the latest 
menace to Hong Kong trade and the 
renewah of strikes in Shanghai. In the 
former place Canton Bolsheviks have been 
successfully bribing large numbers of 
workers who have no grievances against 
their employers, with the result that the 
boycott of the entire trade between Hong 
Kong and South China will be pushed to 
other areas. It is said that considerable 
quantities of war material are being 
received in Canton from Vladivostok, 
landed there by Russian vessels. In 
Shanghai there is a deadlock owing to a 
strike of nearly all the postal employés. 
These are demanding increased wages, 
reduction.of working hours and numerous 
other concessions, and it is not difficult 
to detect the force which is propelling 
them. 


Bolshevist Propaganda. 


Seditious literature is being surrepti- 
tiously distributed in virtually every 
military centre of consequence. Alder- 
shot has been plastered with it, and 
quantities have found their way to the 
British Army of the Rhine. These :facts 
have been attested by the Secretary for 
War, and the Admiralty has admitted 
that similar documents have been floating 
about the lower decks. No action appears 
to have been taken to trace the authors of 
these attempts to suborn the forces. This 
masterly inactivity of the authorities has 
probably enheartened the Communist 
Party to come into the open to capture 
the Navy and Army in view of the mighty 
contest for power which they promise for 
the near future. The Labour leaders are 
invited to lend a hand in the campaign, 
but there will be nothing doing in that 
thea The man-in-the-street asks why 


the authorities tolerate this propaganda, 
and whence comes the money for all 
these mischievous crusades. The Com- 
munists themselves have not a couple of 
sixpences of their own to rub together. 


The Coal Commission. 


No authoritative information is obtain- 
able as to the constitution of the Coal 
Commission, but, from the fact that the 
Prime Minister has left London, it is 
assumed that no hitch is expected with 
regard to the appointment of the 
personnel. It is understood that a list of 
names is in the possession of Colonel Lane 
Fox, the Minister of Mines, and that, :f 
those at the top of the list do not agree to 
serve, those next in order will be 
approached. Service on such an inquiry 
is an onerous task. It is always difficult 
to secure suitable men who can spare time 
and effort to undertake prolonged and 
intricate work of this character. This 
may occasion a delay of some days in the 
announcement of the composition: of the 
Commission, and another cause of delay 
may be difficulty in. communicating with 
prospective members owing to their 
absence from town. 


Parliamentary Chess. 


Among those taking part in the annual 
Congress of the British Chess Federation 
at Stratford-on-Avon is Sir Richard 
Barnett, Conservative M.P. for the South- 
West Division of St. Pancras, and after 
the death of Mr. Bonar Law probably the 
most prominent and persistent devotee of 
the game in the House of Commons. St. 
Stephen’s has produced some fine players. 
More years ago than one cares to remember 
a team in the Press Gallery challenged a 
team of members, and among the latter 
was the brother of Mr. Parnell. He had 
just been returned to Westminster. The 
match was played in the Gallery quarters 
with what result has passed from memory, 
but an outstanding feature of the contest 
was the new Irish member's painfully 
slow methods. His game was spread over 
many hours 


Admiralty Savings. 


The Admiralty has been pretty quick 
in responding to the call for economy. 
First it saves £350,000 by the questionable 
expedient of declining to grant married 
allowances for officers, for which that sum 
was earmarked in the last estimates, and 
now we hear that some fifty-two of the 
smaller type of torpedo craft are to be 
scrap Further, there are to be no 
more promotions to flag rank for the time 
being, and indications aré not wanting 
as to the Board's intentions regarding the 
smaller dockyards, which have been spoon- 
fed by the estimates for a long time. A 
rumour has been circulated of a contem- 
plated cut in pay of from 10 to 15 per cent, 
all round, but ingui: -s at Whitehall to- 
day do not confirm it. 


G-rman Motor Cycles.

ARBITRATOR APPOINTED. 


The Irish Free State Executive Council has 
appointed Mr. Timothy Lucey to be stand- 
ing arbitr.tor for the purposes of Part 1 of 
the Dairy Produce Act. 

Mr. Lucey is a well-known creamery 
manager, and is a prominent figure in the 
dairy-farming industry, He has been con- 
nected with the Co-operative Creamery in 
Kilkenny. 

Th. durati n of the new office is five years, 
but the arbitrator is eligible for re-appoint- 
ment at the end of that time. The remunera- 
tion is sch as may be determined by the 
M'nister of Lands and Agriculture, with the 
sanction of the Minister of Finance. Addi- 
tional arbitrators may be appointed, at the 
discretion of the Executive Council. ; 
Any porson on whom a notice is served by 
an inspector under the first part of the Act 
(ther than a notice requiring any premises, 
lant, machinery, appliances, or utensils to 

cleansed) shall, on payment of the pre- 
scribed -fees, be entitled to have such notice 
referred to the arbitrator. The arbitrator's 
duty shall be to inquire :nto and determine 
t] » matter of such notice, and to ccnfirm or 
annul. such notice. Special provisions are 
made in the case of notices requiring repair, 
etc., of premises.

WANTON OUTRAGE 
COUNTY WICKLOW 


Yesterday afternoon a three and a half ton 
Leyland lorry, the property of the Shell Mex

Register of its own and to dissociate itself 
from the General Medical Council of Great 
Britain. Whatever be thought of the 
wisdom of this project, there can be no duubt 
that it is entirely constitutional. There is 
no legal reason why a separate Free State 
Medical Register not be initiated, 
nor is the step likely to exercise any im- 
portant effect,’ i that arrangements 
are made whereby transference can be 
effected easily from the Irish to the British 
Register and from the British to the Irish. 

e Free Sate, indeed, is seeking to take 
up in this matter the position of the 
Dominions. Its medical men, if reciprocal 
arrangements are concluded, ‘will rank on the 
British Register as “ Colonial practitioners” 
At the present moment, on the other hand, 
Irish ‘medical men enjoy the full freedom of 
the British Register, and this privilege has 
undoubtedly contributed to the success of 
the Irish medical schools, some of which hold 
a very high place in the esteem of the 
profession. These schools may, or may not, 
find themselves penalised by the proposed 
change. The chances are that they will not 
escape loss, because parents will prefer to 
send their sons to places of study easily 
accessible, affording immediate entrance to the 
‘British Register. That, however, is a ques- 
tion for Free State Irishmen. It may be 
annoying to an Englishman to have to re- 
register before he can practice medicine in 
Southern Ireland; but the number of English-

“ WEIGHTY MORAL

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WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

A final agreement has been reached on tie 
funding of the Belgian war debt to the 
United States. 

Under the agreement the 171 million 
dollars lent’ to Belgium during the war will 
be refunded over a period of 62 years, with- 
out interest. The balance of the Belgian 
debt, amounting approximately to 246 million 
dollars, lent after the armistice, will be re- 


‘funded over the same period, the interest 


rate being 34 per cent. after the first ten 
years. —( Reuter.) 

[England's debt of £1,000,000,000 was 
funded on the basis of 4 per cent. interest. } 

The American Commission declared that 
the proposals which the late President 
Wilson accepted ‘at Versailles placed a 
“ weighty moral obligation’’ on the United 
States in regard to the settling of the Belgian 
debt; but the terms extended are not to be 
regarded as a precedent.—(Reuter.)

The contest between the native dogs, as 
was to be expected at a first venture, was 
nothing very wonderful; but to those, like 
myself, who had never seen such an exhibition 
before, the work of the Scottish dogs must 
Save seemed little short of marvellous. With 
the native dogs the sheep were wild and 
almost unmanageable, but with the Scotch 
dogs they seemed as tame as pets. The judg- 
ment, or instinct, that enabled these dogs to 
anticipate and check every undesirable move 
before it could be made was something un- 
canny. Their sheep were never haranted but 
see to do everything they were wanted to 
do almost of their own accord. The instant 
and implicit obedience to every word and 
sign, even at long distance, was something to 
marvel at. Having seen this demonstration, 
one ceases to wonder that people flock in tens 
of thousands to witness the national and 
international trials across the Channel ; for to 
the sportsman a contest between a dozen or 
so of dogs like Mr. Millar's must be as in- 
teresting and exciting as was the Derby, the 
Grand National or the Waterloo Cup. To the 
flock-master it should be intensely instructive, 
I am sure that many thousands of pounds are 
lost annually to flock-owners in this country 
through the rough usage of sheep by half.

A. GREENOCK WARNING. 

The danger of attending wakes is illus- 
trated by a case at Greenock, where eight 
persons have contracted tyfhus fever after 
aitending a wake held on the body of a man 
who was supposed to have died of meningitis, 
but is now believed to have been suffering 
from typhus. The eight sufferers have been 
admitted to hospital, and the Glasgow magis- 
trates have issued an order recommendin 
that no wake shall be held unless the EE “gs 
officer of health has certified that the dead 
person was free from infectious disease. The 
order further recommends that no gathering 
of relatives or friends should take bád in a 
room where there is reason to Ro that 
death has been caused by infectious disease. 

Inquiries made in Dublin yesterday show 
that during the past twenty years there has 
been a marked decrease in the number of 
The clergy of all denominations 
have condemned the practice, and have done 
their utmost to discourage it. 

In accordance with regulations made by 
the Roman Catholic clergy, the body of a 
dead person now is generally kept at his 
home dr~ir~ the first night after death; on 
the second night it lies in the parish church, 
an! on the following day it is buried. 
Wakes, however, still prevail in the extreme 
West of Ireland and in certain districts of 


the North.
